The Frederic Township Board is 
still seeking input from township 
residents regarding the future of 
trash service in Frederic. 

The township’s trash fund is 
basically out of money for the year. 
The board decided last week to bor- 
row money needed to operate the 
township’s compactor site from the 
township’s fire fund. 

“If we want to continue what we 
have, we’re going to have to bor- 
row from one of the other funds,” 
said Frederic Township Trustee 
Mike Girard. 

The township’s fire fund has the 
most financial cushion, the board 
estimated. = 

Feedback from citizens at prior 
meetings and public hearings 
revealed much stronger community 
support for a special assessment to 
fund the township’s trash services, 
as opposed to the current millage 
system. With a special assessment, 
all residents would pay the same 
amount, but with a millage, resi- 
dents are assessed different 
amounts based on property values. 

To collect more public input, 
Girard has devised a short survey

Former Republican candidate for 
Crawford County Sheriff, Deputy 
Timothy Coe has been taken off of 
road patrol and reassigned to cor- 
rections at the county jail. 

Just nine days after the August 8 
Primary Election, when Crawford 
County Sheriff David Lovely 
defeated the deputy by only 300 
votes, Coe said he was called into 
Sheriff David Lovely’s office and 
was told his resignation from the 
department would now be accepted. 

Coe refused to resign in the pres- 
ence of the Sheriff as well as 
Undersheriff Kirk Wakefield. 

“Since that time, I have been pre- 
pared to. be fired,” he said. “It is 
obvious that he doesn’t want me to 
be there anymore.” 

Tension within the department 
began to rise after Coe announced 
his candidacy for Sheriff back in 
January. Some department employ- 
ees supported Lovely and some sup- 
ported Coe. 

By law, Lovely could have sus- 
pended Coe without pay during the 
campaign season. Lovely chose not 
to suspend Coe and he continued on 
the payroll. 

Nearly two weeks passed from 
the meeting in Lovely’s office until 
Coe said he received correspon- 
dence dated August 30, 2000 from 
Lovely stating, “Effective immedi-

for his removal from the road patrol 
and placement with Corrections. 

According to Coe, on or about 
September 7, he was handed an 
envelope by Undersheriff Wakefield 
containing — the following 
Memorandum, signed by the sher- 
iff: 

“This is to clarify the reason for 
your reassignment to the 
Corrections Division. Your inaccu- 
racies, less than truthful comments 
and threats to Sheriff’s Office per- 
sonnel by members of your commit- 
tee during the campaign, has lead 
me to be suspect of how you handle 
your investigations as a police offi- 
cer. I feel the citizens deserve the 
most up front, truthful and trusting 
investigations, by this office. You 
have violated this trust, and I feel it 
is in the best interest of the citizens 
of this community and the Sheriff’s 
Office that you be reassigned to 
Corrections. Should your work 
ethics improve and a trust be rebuilt 
we may revisit this matter. 

“Your assignment to Corrections 
is just that. Your area of responsi- 
bility will only be Corrections, 
unless an emergency arises. This 
includes scheduling of work hours 
and overtime as it relates to the 
Corrections Division, only.”

Development 
provides grant and 


low-interest loan

With help from the United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA). 
Lovells Township has entered into 
an agreement to purchase a new fire 
truck for the township. The truck, 
which is currently being constructed 
by CSI Emergency Apparatus of 
Grayling. is expected to be deliv- 
ered at the end of October. 

“This is something that the com- 
munity really needs.” said Lovells 
Township Fire Chief Gary Davis. 
“It’s designed to get into the narrow 
driveways we have in the township. 
and it’s designed to fit into tight 
spaces. It should be a real asset to 
this community.” 

The new truck is being custom 
built according to the township’s 
specifications. It will have four- 
wheel drive, a 1.000-gallon poly- 
plastic tank, an aluminum body. cus- 
tom cabinets, a hydraulic ladder 
rack, automatic transmission. and a 
pump capable of pumping 1.250 
gallons per minute. among other 
features. 

Representatives of Lovells. the 
USDA. and CSi gathered at the 
Lovells Township Hall last 
Wednesday to sign the necessary 
paperwork, sealing the deal. The 
USDA's Rural Development pro-

form that will be passed out at the 
township's compactor site. The sur- 
vey includes possible combinations 
of service, and monetary estimates 
for each. The options listed include: 
A): Roadside pick-up and com- 
pactor site operation: cost:

C): Compactor site only; cost: 


Lovells Township’s new fire truck, a 4X4 with a 1,000-gallon tank built according to the 
township’s specs, is about 70 percent complete. CSI Emergency Apparatus, located in the 
Grayling Industrial Park, is working on the vehicle. CSI Industrial Systems started work- 
ing on fire trucks in 1989, and in 1995, CSI Emergency Apparatus branched off from CSI 
IS and moved into its own facility at the Industrial Park. Fire truck construction and 
refurbishing is CSI EA’s specialty. 


gram provided a grant of $15,000 
and a 15-year. low-interest loan of 
$125,000 to help pay for the new 
fire truck. 

The township first applied for the 
Rural Development money in April 
of 1999. The township sold one of 
its fire trucks. a large, aging tanker, 
prior to ordering the new truck. 


$60.000: current millage could be 
levied to generate the money, or a 
special assessment could be imple- 
mented: under a special assessment, 
improved properties would pay 
$50/year, and unimproved proper- 
ties would be charged $20/year: 

D): A price per bag system would 
be implemented at the compactor 
site, at $0.50/bag; example: if a res- 
ident used five bags per week, for 
52 weeks, the yearly cost would be 
$130. 

NOTE: On Proposal A, the cost 
estimate of $148.000 for compactor 
and roadside pick-up is less than the 
combination of Proposal B (road- 
side only. $102,000) and Proposal C 
(compactor only, $60,000), because 
having roadside pick-up results in a 
significant decrease in volume at the 


“We've been working on this fora 
long time,” said Lovells Township 
Supervisor Fred Schaibly. “The 
other truck was not adequate. It was 
a good city truck, but did not suit 
our needs.” 

The Lovells Township Fire 
Department is currently operating 
with four vehicles: a 1979 mini- 


compactor, bringing the annual 
compactor operation cost down to 
$46.000. 

The special assessment cost esti- 
mates for “improved” and “unim- 
proved™ properties in Proposals A-C 
may be adjusted to different levels 
before any of the proposals are 
voted on by the Frederic Township 
Board. Public input could be a fac- 
tor in determining what the different 
charges will be for improved and 
unimproved properties, Girard said. 

The survey forms regarding 
Frederic’s trash service can be 
picked up at the Frederic Township 
Hall or at the compactor site. 
Township residents can also write 
down the brief description of the 
proposal they favor and submit it to 
the township hall, Girard said.

To keep the compactor site going 
for the rest of the year, the Frederic 
Board voted 3-2 last Wednesday to 
borrow the needed money from the 
fire fund until January 1, and pay 
back the amount borrowed at the 
end of the year using funds generat- 
ed from a partial collection of the 
township’s trash millage (about .25 
of the 2 mills). 

Supervisor Brian Hulbert and 
Treasurer Sandy Barber voted 
against the motion.

The Crawford County Road 
Commission recently approved final 
plans for three “road/stream cross- 
ing” erosion control projects in the 
county. including sites at Pickerel 
Lake Road. Pioneer Road. and 


Walsh Road. Road Commission . 


crews will be doing the work. 

The crossing at Pickerel Lake 
Road. located in Lovells Township 
over the Middle Branch of Big 
Creek, is currently a “bad situation 
both environmentally and mainte- 
nance-wise,” said Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock. 

During rainstorms, the excess 
water has been washing out the road 
at the location, moving road materi- 
al into the creek and leaving the 
roadway in poor condition, Babcock 
said. 

Work at the crossing will include 
replacing the existing culvert and 
installing a larger one. Also. new 
ditching and other erosion control 
efforts will be employed at the 
crossing. 

Pickerel Lake Road is currently 
closed to through traffic at the Big 
Creek crossing. “I'd like to do this 
project this fall so we can re-open 
the road.” Babcock said.

THEN THERE are the polls, where 600 
people tell us what's going on. 

A mid-September poll shows Al Gore 
ahead of George W. Bush in Michigan 45- 
37 percent. Just two months ago, in July, 


the same pollster showed Mr. Bush ahead 
of Mr. Gore 46-34 percent. 

That 20-point turnabout is a big switch in 
a short time, but it reflects the conduct of 
the two campaigns in that period. 

If that’s not bad enough for Mr. Bush, the 
same September polling indicates Mr. Gore 
is now ahead in Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois which together with Michigan have 
been considered widkly as pivotal to win- 
ning.

Unlike White-tailed deer, 
black bears are not very reflective 
When caught ina vehicle's head- 
lights, making them hard to spot and 
to avoid a collision. But encounters 
with bears on roadways are not real 
common, according to Robinson.

The Walsh Road project. 
described by Babcock as “the 
toughest of the bunch.” involves 
replacing three existing culverts 
with one steel box culvert. 

The site. located in Lovells 
Township over Big Creek. also has 
problems with wash-outs.

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Hikers conquer trail 


Two local men hike the Appalachian Trail

On February 26, Mike Looney, 
of Roscommon, and his nephew. 
Keith Roberts set out on the 2,167 
mile hike: across the Appalachian 
Trail. Their excursion began in 
Springer Mountain, Georgia, and 
ended in Katahdin, Maine. 

The entire trip took four and 
one-half months, and they covered 
anywhere from 16-32 miles a day. 
Some days consisted of sweltering 
heat, others of freezing rain and 
snow, but the two, determined to 
make it to the end, pushed on. 

Looney reported that the sights 
were just beautiful. “It was amaz- 
ing the adrenaline rush--when 
you’re up there and can see for 
miles.” Some of the hiker’s views 
consisted of the Smokey 
Mountains, Blood Mountains, 
White Mountains and forests of 
rhododendron along with countless 
waterfalls and endless rolling hills. 

Looney said that one of the most 
memorable sights was Klingman’s 
Dome, where you can see four 
states. The Dome rises to 6,600 
feet. “There were just so many neat 
things to see,” stated Looney. 
“There are old villages and mills 
and confederate soldier graves and 
even overgrown settlements in the 
mountains. One part of the Trail 
even goes through the Bear 
Mountain Zoo, those were the only 
three bears I seen throughout the 
trip,” he said with a laugh. 

The two spent their nights in 
various places. Sometimes they 
would set up a tent and camp or 
they would stay in one of the free 
250 huts along the Trail. These 
huts were for the most part open on 
one side and could accommodate 
eight or nine hikers if they lay side 
by side. “In those huts, there were

always wood mice, they would run 
across you all night. it was horri- 
ble. One night I set traps and 
caught 28 mice!” said Looney. 
Other nights the hikers would 
find businesses that would offer a 
shower and dinner for $10-$12. 
“There is also something called 
‘Trail Magic’ which is made up of 
‘Trail Angels’,” said Looney. Most 
of the time you are hiking for 
seven to nine days before you 
reach a town to re-supply. take a 
shower and make a mail drop or a

Looney and Roberts were adopted 
by ‘Fanny Pack’ who would mys- 
teriously always know where the 
hikers were and would bring them

An ordinance to regulate partitioning or division of parcels or tracts of land, enacted pursuant but not limited to Michigan Public Act 288 of 1967, as amended, and Act 246 of 1945, as amended, being the Township General Ordinance 
Statute; to provide a procedure therefore: to repeal any ordinance or provision thereof in conflict herewith; and to prescribe penatties and enforcement remedies for the violation of this ordinance. 


Township of Lovells, County of Crawford, State of Michigan, 
; ORDAINS 
. SECTION | 


TITLE 
This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Lovells Township Land Division Ordinance. 


- 


SECTION II 
PURPOSE 


The purpose of this ordinance is to carry out the provisions of the State Land Division Act (1967 PA 288, as amended, formerly known as the Subdivision Control Act), to prevent the creation of parcels of property which do not com- 
ply with applicable ordinances and said Act, to minimize potential boundary disputes, to maintain orderly development of the community, and otherwise provide for the health, safety and welfare of the residents and property owners 
of the municipality by establishing reasonable standards for prior review and approval of land divisions within the Township. 


SECTION ill 
DEFINITIONS 


For purposes of this ordinance certain terms and words used herein shall have the following meaning: 
A. “Applicant” - a natural person, firm, association, partnership, corporation, or combination of any of them that hoids an ownership interest in land whether recorded or not. 


B. “Divide” or “Division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor thereof or by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, legal representatives, successors or assigns, for the purpose of sale or lease 
of more than one year, or of building development that results in one or more parcels of less than 40 acres on‘ the equivalent, and that satisfies the requirements of Section 108 and 109 of the State Land Division Act. “Divide” and 
“Division” does not include a property transfer between two or more adjacent parcels, if the property taken from one parcel is added to an adjacent parcel; and any resulting parce! shall not be considered a building site untess the 
parcel conforms to the requirements of the State Land Division Act, this ordinance, and other applicable ordinances. 


C. “Exempt Split” or “Exempt Division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor thereof or by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, legal representatives, successors or assigns, that does not 
result in one or more parcels of less than 40 acres or the equivalent. 


” D. “Forty acres or the equivalent” - either 40 acres, a quarter-quarter section containing not less than 30 acres or a government lot containing not less than 30 acres. 
E. “Governing Body” - the Lovells Township Board. 


SECTION IV 
PRIOR APPROVAL R IR iT OF IVISION: : 
Land in the Township shall not be divided without the prior review and approval of the Township Assessor, or other official designated by the governing body, in accordance with this ordinance and the State Land Division Act; provid- 
ed that the following shall be exempted from this requirement: é 


A. A parcel proposed for subdivision through a recorded plat pursuant to the State Land Division Act 
B. A lot in a recorded plat proposed to be divided in accordance with the State Land Division Act. 


C. An exempt split as defined in this Ordinance, or other partitioning or splitting that results in parcels of 20 acres or more if each is not accessible and the parcel was in existence on March 31, 1997, or resulted from exenipt split- 
ting under the state act. [ 


SECTION V 
APPLICATI 


An applicant shall file all the following vith the Township Assessor or other official designated by the goveming body for review and approval of a proposed land division before making any division either by deed, land contract, lease 
for more than one year, or for building development: 


A. Acompleted application form on such form as may be approved by the Township Board. 


B. Proof of fee ownership of the land proposed to be divided. : 


C. A survey including an accurate legal description of each proposed division, and showing the boundary lines, approximate dimensions, and the accessibility of each division from existing or proposed public roads for automobile 
traffic and public utilities. 


D. Proof that all standards of the State Land Division Act and this Ordinance have been met. 
E. If a transfer of division rights is proposed in the land transfer, detailed information about the terms and availability of the proposed division rights transfer. 


F. The fee as may from time to time be established by resolution of the governing body of the Township for land division reviews pursuant to this Ordinance to cover the costs of review of the application and administration of this 
Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 


SECTION VI 


PROCEDURES FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS 
FOR LAND DIVISION APPROVAL 


A. The assessor or other designee shall approve, or disapprove the land division applied for within forty five (45) days after receipt of the application package conforming to this Ordinance’s requirements, and shall promptly notify 
the applicant of the decision and the reasons for any denial. If the application package does not conform to this Ordinance’s requirements and the State Land Division Act, the assessor or other designee shall return the same to the 
applicant for completion and refiling in accordance with this Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 


B. Any person or entity aggrieved by the decision of the assessor or designee may, within thirty (30) days of said decision appeal the decision to the governing body of the Township or such other body or person designated by the 
governing body which shall consider and resolve such appeal by a majority vote of said Board or by the designed at its next regular meeting or session affording sufficient time for a twenty (20) day written notice to the applicant (and 
appellant where other than the applicant) of the time and date of said meeting and appellate hearing. 


C. The assessor or designee shall maintain an official record of all approved and acomplished !and divisions or transfers. 
D. Approval of a division is not a determination that the resulting parcels comply with other ordinances or regulations. 


£. The Township and its officers and employees shall not be liable for approving a land division if building permits for construction on the parcels are subsequently denied because of inadequate water supply, sewage disposal facil- 
ities or otherwise, and any notice of approval shall include statement to this effect. 


SECTION VII 
STANDARD FOR APPROVAL OF LAND DIVISIONS 


A proposed tand division reviewable by the Township shall be approved if the following criteria are met: : 


A. Ali the parcels to be created by the proposed land division(s) fully comply with the applicable lot (parcel), yard and area requirements of pertinent Ordinances, including, but not limited to, minimum lot (parcel) frontage/width, min- 
imum road frontage, minimum lot (parce!) area, and maximum Ict (parcel) coverage and minimum set-backs for existing building/structures or have received a variance from such requirement(s) from the Lovells Township Board and 
the Lovells Township Zoning Board of Appeais. . ; 


B. The ratio of depth to width of any parcel created by the division does not exceed a four to one ratio exclusive of access roads, easements, or non-development sites. The depth of a parcel created by a land division shall be mea- 
sured within the boundaries of each parce! created by a land division shall be measured within the boundaries of each parcel from the abutting road right-of-way to the most remote boundary line point of the parce! from the point of 
commencement of the measurement. The width of a parcel shall be measured at the abutting road or right-of-way line, or as otherwise provided in any applicable ordinances. 


C. The proposed land division(s) comply with ali requirements of this Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 
D. All parcels created and remaining have existing adequate accessibility, or an area available therefor to a public need for utilities and emergency and other vehicles not less than the requirements. 
SECTION Vill 


] T, 
Any division of land in violation of this Ordinance shall not be recognized as a land division on the Township tax roll or assessment roll until the assessing officer refers the suspected violation or potential non-conformity to the coun- 
ty prosecuting attorney and gives written notice to the person requesting the division, and the person suspected of the violation or potential non-conformity of such referral to the prosecuting attomey. The Township shall further have 
the authority to initiate injunctive or other relief to prevent any violation or continuance of any violation of this Ordinance. Any division of land in violation of this Ordinance shall further not be eligible for any zoning or building permit 
for any Construction or improvement thereto. 


in addition, any person, firm or corporation who violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed to be responsible for a municipal civil infraction as defined by Michigan Statute which shall be punishable by a civil fine 
of not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars along with costs which may include all expenses, direct and indirect, to which the Township has been put in connection with the municipal civil infraction. In no case, however, shall 
costs of less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars be ordered. A violator of this Ordinance shall also be subject to such additional sanctions and judicial orders as are authorized under Michigan 
Law. : 


Pursuant to Section 267 of the Land Division Act, an unlawful division or split shall also be voidable at the option of the purchaser and shall subject the seller to the forfeiture of all consideration received or pledged therefore, togeth- 
er with any damages sustained by the purchaser, recoverable in an action at law. 


SECTION IX 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be severable and if any clause, sentence, word, section or provision is declared void or unenforceable for any reason by any court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect 
any portion of this ordinance other than said part of portion thereof. 7
